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PREFACE 


The  French  Supplementary  Learning  Resources,  Grades  1-12  is  an  updated  version  of 
the  1978  resource  guide.   This  manual  contains  annotations  of  print  and  non-print 
supplementary  resources  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  fit  to  French  as  a  Second 
Language  Program  in  Alberta  schools. 

The  purpose  of  this  guide  is  to  aid  teachers  in  the  selection  and  location  of  resources 
which  may  be  used  to  supplement  authorized  resources  in  core  French  Programs.    As 
a  support  document  to  the  Three,  Six  and  Nine-Year  French  as  a  Second  Language 
Programs  and  Primary  Elementary  Guidelines,  the  resources  identified  herein  may 
be  used  for  remediation,  enrichment  and  reinforcement. 

SELECTION  CRITERIA 

All  learning  resources  contained  in  the  guide  meet  a  majority  of  the  following  crite- 
ria: 

1.  The  materials  can  be  used  in  a  variety  of  French  as  a  second  language  programs 
in  Alberta. 

2.  Themes,  vocabulary,  expressions  and  activities  are  appropriate  to  the  age  and 
level  of  French  language  learning  of  the  students. 

3.  The  content  and  suggested  learning  activities  provide  for  the  development  of 
positive  attitudes  toward  and  a  greater  understanding  of  the  French  language 
and  culture. 

k.      Materials  depict  aspects  of  French  community  life  in  Canada  and  in  other  coun- 
tries of  the  world. 

5.      The  content  is  current,  accurate  and  free  of  obvious  bias. 


6.  Materials  provide  for  the  development  of  all  language  skills. 

7.  The  materials  are  adaptable  to  a  variety  of  teaching  and  learning  styles. 

8.  The  general  physical  format  is  appealing  (i.e.,  design,  print,  illustrations,  etc.). 

9.  The  materials  are  reasonably  priced,  durable  and  readily  available. 
CONTENT  AND  FORMAT 

All  resources  are  organized  according  to  five  major  categories: 

I.  Communication  Skills  Development 

II.  Cultural  Learning  Resources 

III.  Non-Print  Learning  Resources 

IV.  Professional  References 

V.  General  References 

COMMUNICATION  SKILLS  DEVELOPMENT  resources  are  those  that  promote  the 
skills  of  communication  (reading,  writing,  listening,  speaking  and  viewing).   This 
includes  materials  such  as  readers,  storybooks  and  grammar  workbooks. 
CULTURAL  REFERENCES  cover  the  major  themes  of  the  French  culture  in  Canada 
and  abroad.   These  resources  are  designed  to  enrich  the  cultural  component  of  the 
French  as  a  second  language  program.    NON-PRINT  RESOURCES  consist  of  items 
such  as  films,  multi-media  kits,  records  and  games,  all  of  which  cover  various 
themes  and  skills.    PROFESSIONAL  REFERENCES  are  resources  for  the  teacher. 
They  provide  ideas  and  suggestions  for  teaching  methods.   GENERAL  REFERENCES 
are  learning  materials  such  as  magazines,  journals  and  dictionaries  for  use  by  the 
student  and  teacher. 

Each  entry  is  annotated  with  bibliographic  information,  price,  rating  and  grade  level 
fit  to  the  French  as  a  second  language  programs.   The  entries  are  listed  alphabet- 
ically by  author.   Anonymous  or  unattributed  items  are  listed  at  the  beginning  of 


each  section.   Itenns  with  poor  or  fair  evaluation  ratings  have  been  excluded  from 
this  guide.
